AMERICAN EDUCATION WEEK, 1969 
By the President of the United States of America 
A Proclamation 

There are times in the lives of men and in the lives of institutions 
when basic questions must be asked. Such u time has come for the 
institution of which many Americans have been most proud: our 
system of education. 

We have reached n point at which we must, take a close, long, hard 
look at what is pood and what is bad about our schools, at what should 
be strengthens! and wlmt should lie eliminated. 

Yet even as wc make such an examination we must all agree on one 
basic principle: we must not allow’ our schools to be captured by vio¬ 
lence or dominated by ideological dogmatists. Our schools are not 
perfect, but this lack of perfection is no excuse for lawbreaking or a 
lack of civility and decency on the part of any critic, no matter how 
deeply he feels or how little he thinks. 

Those of us who have attended public, private and religiously af¬ 
filiated schools and colleges realize that no single net can ever repay 
the institutions and the men and women who serve them for what they 
did for us. The overwhelming majority of students today feels the 
same way. A good education is a form of rebirth, a way toward eco¬ 
nomic and intellectual achievement, an affirmation that an individual 
human lying's thoughts are important, that his emotions can find 
creative direction, that he is a man and not a thing. 

This is what education can do at its best This is what all Americans, 
young and old, black and white, must preserve, expand and protect. 

Therefore, I, RICHARD NIXON, President of the United States 
of America, do hereby designate the period of November 9 through 
November 15,19C9, as American Education Week. 

I urge all Americans to join w ith me during this week in a thought¬ 
ful examination of our education system and in formulating ways in 
which education in America can tie improved where needed, by the 
traditional American way of reason and open discussion. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand this 
twenty-fourth day of September, in the year of our Lord nineteen 
hundred sixty-nine and of the Independence of the United States of 
America the one hundred ninety-fourth.

VETERANS DAY, 1969

A Proclamation 

From Valley Forge to Vietnam, American servicemen have re¬ 
sponded to their nation s call to duty. 

That call has often led to loneliness, hardship, danger—and, for 
some, death. In response to that call, American servicemen have acted 
with unsurpassed valor and devotion and have demonstrated to 
enemies of freedom all over the world that five men and women will 
defend the principles of a free society. 

After each war or conflict, these dedicated Americans who per¬ 
formed so valiantly as servicemen have returned to build a stronger 
country. Today there are approximately 27 million American veterans. 
Their contribution to our nation, in war and peace, has been invaluable. 

To acknowledge the resjject and admiration we have for our veterans, 
the Congress has designated November 11 to be a legal holiday and to 
be known as Veterans Day, and has dedicated it to the cause of world 
peace (Act of May 13,1988,52 Stat. 351, ns amended (ft U.S.C. 6103)). 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, RICHARD NIXON, President of the 
United States of America, urge the people of this nation to join in 
commemorating Tuesday, November 11, 1969, ns Veterans Day with 
suitable observances. 

I direct the appropriate officials of the government to arrange for 
the display of the flag of the United States on all public buildings 
on that day; and I request the officials of Federal, State, and local 
governments, and civic and patriotic organizations, to give their 
enthusiastic leadership and supi>ort to appropriate public ceremonies 
throughout the nation. 

I urge all citizens of every age to part icipate in these observances 
in honor of those men who luive preserved our Union and our freedom. 
I ask that special prayers for peace lie offered for our men still involved 
in defending the inalienable right of liberty; and for those whose 
memory wc honor with a star of gold, let us pause in silent tribute on 
this Veterans Day, praying that they did not die in vain and that 
their sacrifices will bring us peace.

Erythromycin-Polymyxin B Combina¬ 
tion Products for Otic Administration 

In the Federal Register of Decem¬ 
ber 18, 1968 ( 33 F.R. 18715), the Com¬ 
missioner of Food and Drugs announced 
the conclusions of the Food and Drug 
Administration following evaluation of a 
report received from the National Acad¬ 
emy of Sciences-Natlonal Research 
Council. Drug Efficacy Study Group, on 
the following antibiotic combination 
offered for otic use: Dotycin Gluceptate. 
Otic with Polymyxin B and Benzocain£; 
containing erythromycin gluceptate. 
polymyxin B sulfate, and benzocalno; Ell 
Lilly & Co.. Box 618. Indianapolis. Ind 
46206. 

The Academy found this preparation 
ineffective as a combination for its la¬ 
beled Indications for the treatment of 
external car infections of the dry type 
with scaling and fissures, external ear 
infections of the wet ‘‘weeping” type, and 
furunculosis due to susceptible orga¬ 
nisms. The Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion concluded that substantial evidence 
Is lacking that the drug will have the 
effect It purports or Is represented to 
have. All interested persons who might 
be adversely affected by removal of this 
drug from the market were invited to 
submit within 30 days any pertinent dati 
bearing on the proposal to amend the 
antibiotic drug regulations to delete anti¬ 
biotic drugs containing such combination 
from the list of drugs acceptable for 
certification. 

The Commissioner has received no 
pertinent data in response to said an¬ 
nouncement about this product or other 
similar products. 

In addition to the above product for 
which the conditions of certification arc 
described in 8 148e.20. 8 148e.21 describes 
conditions for certification of an otic 
dosage form which also contains erythro¬ 
mycin (as the sulfate), polymyxin B 
sulfate, and pramoxine hydrochloride A 
new-drug application <NDA 10-896> for 
this preparation filed by Abbott Labora¬ 
tories. North Chicago. Ill. 60064. became 
effective under section 505 of the Fed¬ 
eral Food. Drug, and Cosmetic Act prior 
to enactment of the Drug Amendments 
of 1962. Although this product was not 
evaluated by the Academy, the Food and 
Drug Administration has reviewed avail¬ 
able pertinent information and concludes 
that substantial evidence is lacking that

Accordingly, the Comralsstocier con¬ 
cludes that substantial evidence Is lack¬ 
ing that the fixed-combination drugs will 
have the effectiveness they are repre¬ 
sented and purport to possess and that 
Cl) the regulations for the certification 
of antibiotic drugs should be amended to 
delete combination preparations for otic 
use containing erythromycin and poly¬ 
myxin B from the list of drugs acceptable 
for certification and ( 2 ) that all out¬ 
standing certificates issued for such 
combination drugs should be revoked. 

Therefore, pursuant to the provisions 
of the Federal Food. Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act (secs. 502. 507. 52 Stat. 1050-51, as 
amended. 59 Stat. 463. as amended; 21 
UB.C. 352, 357) and under authority 
delegated to the Commissioner (21 CFR 
2.120). Part 148e Is amended by repealing 
f 148e 20 Erythromycin gluceptate - 
polymyxin B sulfate-bemocaine /or otic 
solution and f I48e.21 Erythromycin 
sulfate-polymyxin B sulfate-pramoxinc 
hydrochloride otic solution, and all anti¬ 
biotic certificates Issued under those reg¬ 
ulations are revoked. 

Any person who will be adversely af¬ 
fected by the removal of any such drugs 
from the market may. within 30 days 
after publication hereof In the Federal 
Register, file objections to this order 
stating reasonable grounds and request¬ 
ing a hearing on such objections. A state¬ 
ment of reasonable grounds for a hearing 
should identify the claimed errors In the 
NAS-NRC evaluation and the Adminis¬ 
tration's conclusions as to the effective¬ 
ness of the combination drugs and 
Identify any adequate and well-con¬ 
trolled investigations on the basis of 
which it reasonably could be concluded 
that such drug would have the effective¬ 
ness claimed for its intended uses. Objec¬ 
tions should be filed (preferably in 
qutntupllcate > with the Hearing Clerk. 
Department of Health. Education, and 
Welfare. Room 5440, 330 Independence 
Avenue SW., Washington, D.C. 20201. 
and may be accompanied by a memoran¬ 
dum or brief In support thereof. 

If objections accompanied by reason¬ 
able grounds are received, the Commis¬ 
sioner will promptly announce a hearing. 
If a hearing is scheduled, it will be held 
under the provisions of section 507(f) of 
the Act. 

Effective date, Tills order shall become 
effective 40 days after its date of publica¬ 
tion In the Federal Register, unless 
stayed by the filing of proper objections. 
The Commissioner will announce In the 
Federal Register whether or not re¬ 
quests for hearing with reasonable 
grounds have been received during the 
30-day period. At that time the Commis¬ 
sioner will specify how the outstanding 
stocks of the affected drugs are to be 
handled.

PART 1060—MILK IN MINNESOTA- 
NORTH DAKOTA MARKETING AREA 

Order Amending Order 

Findings and determinations. The 
findings and determinations hereinafter 
set forth are supplementary and in addi¬ 
tion to the findings and determinations 
previously made in connection with the 
issuance of the aforesaid order and of the 
previously issued amendments thereto; 
and all of said previous findings and de¬ 
terminations are hereby ratified and af¬ 
firmed. except insofar as such findings 
and determinations may be in conflict 
with the findings and determinations set 
forth herein. 

(a) Findings upon the basis of the 
hearing record. Pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of the Agricultural Marketing 
Agreement Act of 1937, as amended ‘7 
U.S.C. 601 et scq.), and the applicable 
rules of practice and procedure govern¬ 
ing the formulation of marketing agree¬ 
ments and marketing orders (7 CFR 
Part 900), a public hearing was held upon 
certain proposed amendments to the 
tentative marketing agreement and to 
the order regulating the handling of 
milk in the Minnesota-North Dakota 
marketing area. Upon the basis of the 
evidence introduced at such hearing and 
the record thereof, it is found that: 

(1) The said order as hereby amended, 
and all of the terms and conditions 
thereof, will tend to effectuate* the de¬ 
clared policy of the Act; 

(2) The parity prices of milk, as de¬ 
termined pursuant to section 2 of the 
Act. are not reasonable in view of the 
price of feeds, available supplies of feeds, 
and other economic conditions which 
affect market supply and demand for 
milk in the said marketing area, and the 
minimum prices specified in the order as 
hereby amended, are such prices as will 
reflect the aforesaid factors, insure a suf¬ 
ficient quantity of pure and wholesome 
milk, and be in the public interest: 

(3) The said order as hereby amended, 
regulates the handling of milk in tb* 
same manner as, and is applicable only U> 
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persons In the respective classes of in¬ 
dustrial or commercial activity specified 
in a marketing agreement upon which a 
hearing has been held, 

ib) Additional findings, (1) It Is nec¬ 
essary In the public interest to make this 
order amending the order effective not 
later than October 1. 1969. Any delay be¬ 
yond that date would tend to disrupt the 
orderly marketing of milk in the market¬ 
ing area. 

• 2) The provisions of the said order 
are known to handlers. The recom¬ 
mended decision of the Deputy Adminis¬ 
trator, Regulatory Programs, was issued 
August 26. 1969. and the decision of the 
Assistant Secretary containing all 
amendment provisions of this order was 
Issued September 16, 1969. The changes 
effected by this order will not require 
extensive preparation or substantial al¬ 
teration in method of operation for han¬ 
dlers. In view of the foregoing, it is 
hereby found and determined that good 
cause exists for making tills order 
amending the order effective October 1, 
1969. and that it would be contrary to the 
public interest to delay the effective date 
of this order for 30 days after its publica¬ 
tion in the Federal Register. 'See. 
653(d), Administrative Procedure Act. 5 
US.C. 551-559.) 

(c) Determinations, It is hereby deter¬ 
mined that: 

< 1 > The refusal or failure of handlers 
(excluding cooperative associations 
specified in section 8c<9) of the Act) of 
more than 50 percent of the milk, which 
is marketed within the marketing area, 
to sign a proposed marketing agreement, 
tends to prevent the effectuation of the 
declared policy of the Act: 

<3> The issuance of this order, amend¬ 
ing the order, is the only practical means 
pursuant to the declared policy of the 
Act of advancing the Interests of produc¬ 
ers as defined in the order as herein 
amended: and 

(3) The issuance of the order amend¬ 
ing the order is approved or favored by 
at least two-thirds of the producers who 
during the determined representative 
peruxi were engaged in tlie production of 
milk for sale in the marketing area. 

Order relative to handling. It is there¬ 
fore ordered, that on and after the effec¬ 
tive date hereof, the handling of milk in 
the Minnesota-North Dakota marketing 
area shall be in conformity to and in 
compliance with the terms and condi¬ 
tions of the aforesaid order, as amended 
and as further amended, as follows:

(b) A distributing plant which meets 
the requirements set forth in $ 1060 23 
(a) which also meets the requirements 
of another marketing order on the basis 
of its distribution in such other market¬ 
ing area and from which the Secretary 
determines a greater quantity of milk is 
disposed of during the month on routes 
in this marketing area than is so dis¬ 
posed of in such other marketing area 
but which plant Is nevertheless fully 
regulated under such other marketing 
order: and 

(c) A supply plant from which the 
Secretary determines a greater portion 
of its Grade A receipts is shipped during 
the month to plants which are regu¬ 
lated by another order Issued pursuant 
to the Act if such shipments qualify it 
as a pool plant under such other order.

tive marketing agreement and to the 
order regulating the handling of milk 
in the Black Hills. S. Dak., marketing 
area. Upon the basis of the evidence 
Introduced at such hearing and the rec¬ 
ord thereof, it is found that: 

( 1 ) The said order as hereby amended, 
and all of the terms and conditions there¬ 
of. will tend to effectuate the declared 
policy of the Act: 

(2) The parity prices of milk, as de¬

(3> The said order as hereby amended, 
regulates the handling of milk in the 
same manner as. and is applicable only 
to persons in the respective classes of 
industrial or commercial activity speci¬ 
fied in. a marketing agreement upon 
which a hearing has been held. 

(b> Additional findings. (1) It is nec¬ 
essary in the public interest to make 
this order amending the order effective 
not later than October 1, 1969. Any delay 
beyond that date would tend to disrupt 
the orderly marketing of milk in the 
marketing area. 

(2) The provisions of the said order 
are known to handlers. The recom¬ 
mended decision of the Deputy Admin¬ 
istrator, Regulatory Programs, was issued 
August 26, 1969. and the decision of 
the Assistant Secretary containing all 
amendment provisions of this order was 
issued September 18. 1969. The changes 
effected by this order will not require 
extensive preparation or substantial al¬ 
teration in method of operation for 
handlers.

The Ship Valuation Committee. Mari¬

The 
values established by 55 309.1-309.101 
represent the maximum amounts for 
which the Maritime Administration will 
provide war risk hull insurance for dam¬

The value of a vessel 
built during or after 1939 which is not 
included in paragraph (b) of this section 
shall be the current domestic market 
value as determined by the Maritime 
Administration. 

§ 309.4 Vea»cU built prior to 1939. 

The values of vessels built prior to 1939 
shall be specifically determined by the 
Maritime Administration and set forth In 
9 309.101. 

General Provisions 

§ 309.3 A«l juilmenti for condition, 
equipment and other consideration*. 

The basic values provided In 9 309.3 
shall be adjusted for individual vessels to 
the extent provided In paragraphs (a) 
to (c) of tills section. 

(a) Adjustment for a vessel of sub¬ 
standard condition. If the Maritime Ad¬ 
ministration determined that a vessel Is 
not in class or is in substandard condi¬ 
tion for a vessel of her type or subtype 
and age. there will be subtracted from 
the basic value of such vessel, as deter¬ 
mined pursuant to 9 309.3, the amount 
estimated by the Maritime Administra¬ 
tion as the cost of putting the vessel in 
class or the amount estimated by the 
Maritime Administration as the differ¬ 
ence in value of the substandard vessel 
and a vessel in standard condition. 

(b) Special equipment. For any spe¬ 
cial equipment of material utility in the 
handling of cargo or utilization of the 
vessel, not otherwise included In deter¬ 
mining the basic value pursuant to 
9 309.3, if the depreciated reproduction 
cost less construction subsidy, if any, of 
all such special equipment is in excess of 
$50,000. an allowance In such amount as 
the Maritime Administration shall deter¬ 
mine to be the fair and reasonable value 
of such equipment, shall be added to the 
basic value. 

<c) Government installations. The 
values provided by 94 309.1-309.101 shall 
not Include any allowance for any special 
installations or equipment to the extent 
that their cost was borne by the United 
States. 

S 309.6 Definition*. 

(a) Date vessel is built. The date a 
vessel 1s built is the date upon which 
the vessel is delivered by the shipbuilder. 

<b) Deadweight tonnage. The dead¬ 
weight tonnage of a vessel means her 
deadweight capacity established in ac¬ 
cordance with normal Summer Freeboard 
as assigned pursuant to the International 
Load Line Convention. 1966, and shall 
be her capacity (in tons of 2.240 pounds) 
for cargo, fuel, fresh water, spare parts, 
and stores, but exclusive of permanent 
ballast. 

(c) Speed of vessel. The speed of a 
vessel means the speed determined in 


accordance with the formulae provided 
in Part 246 of this chapter (General 
Order 43. 3d Rev.). 

(d» Passenger vessel. A passenger ves¬ 
sel is a ship which carries more than 12 
passengers. 

(e) Vessel. The stated valuation of a 
vessel in this part applies to a vessel In 
Class A-l American Bureau of Shipping 
or equivalent, with all required certifi¬ 
cates. including but not limited to marine 
inspection certificates of the U.8. Coast 
Guard. Department of Transportation, 
with ail outstanding requirements and 
recommendations necessary for retention 
of class accomplished, without regard to 
any grace period: and so far as due dili¬ 
gence can make her so. tight, staunch, 
strong, and well and sufficiently tackled, 
appareled, furnished, and equipped, and 
in every respect seaworthy and in good 
running condition and repair, with clean 
swept holds and in all respects fit for 
service. A vessel In substandard condi¬ 
tion is subject to 9 309.5(a). The stated 
valuation of a vessel provided in this part 
docs not include vessel stores and sup¬ 
plies. which consist of (1) Consumable 
Stores. ( 2) Subsistence Stores. (3) Slop 
Chest. (4) Bar Stock, and (5) Fuel, as 
defined in Maritime Administration In¬ 
ventory Manual. Vessel Inventories, Part 
I, and Maritime Administration Inven¬ 
tory Books Forms MA-4736, A through 
K, w'hich will be valued separately. 

§ 309.7 Modification*. 

The Maritime Administration reserve 
the right to exempt specific vessels from 
the scope of this part, or to amend, mod¬ 
ify. or terminate the provisions hereof. 

§ 309.8 Ve*Acl data forms. 

(a> To accompany application for in¬ 
surance. Each application for war risk 
hull insurance submitted In accordance 
with 9 308.101 of this chapter (General 
Order 75. 2d Revision, as amended) shall 
be accompanied by information relating 
to the vessel for use by the Maritime 
Administration in determining the value 
pursuant to this part. The information 
shall be submitted in duplicate on the 
applicable form prescribed in this sec¬ 
tion. copies of W’hlch may be obtained 
from the American War Risk Agency. 99 
John Street, New York, N.Y. 10038, or the 
Chief. Division of Insurance, Maritime 
Administration. Washington, D.C. 20235. 

(b> Vessels of 1,500 gross tons or more . 
Vessel data for all vessels of 1,500 gross 
tons or more shall be submitted on Form 
MA-510. 

(c) Vessels under l .500 gross tons. Ves¬ 
sel data for all vessels under 1.500 gross 
tons shall be submitted on Form MA-511. 

(d» Modification to vessels. Revised 
vessel data shall be submitted on the 
appropriate form prescribed above when¬ 
ever a vessel undergoes a physical change 
which increases or decreases its value by 
5 percent or more. 

Values for Individual Vessels 
§ 309.101 Values effertive July I, I960. 

(a) Vessels covered by 99 309.3 through 
309.5. U) The Maritime Administration 
has found that the values established in 
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accordance with gg 309,3-309.5 constitute 
Just compensation for the vessel to which 
they apply, computed as provided in sec¬ 
tions 902<a) and 1209(a) .. Merchant 
Marine Act. 1936, as amended; and pur¬ 
suant thereto has determined the values 
of the vessels covered by interim binders 
for war risk hull insurance. Form MA- 
184, prescribed by Part 308 of this 
chapter. 

(2) The interim binders listed below 
shall be deemed to have been amended as 
of July 1, 1969. by inserting in the space 
provided therefor or in substitution for 
any value now appearing in such space 
the stated valuation of the vessels set 
forth below for the binders and vessels as 
designated. Such stated valuation shall 
apply with respect to insurance attaching 
during the period July 1, 1969. to Decem¬ 
ber 31. 1969, inclusive: Provided, how¬ 
ever. That if there is a substantial change 
in market values during said period, the 
Maritime Administration reserves the 
right to revise the values provided for 
herein or determined pursuant hereto at 
any time during said period: And pro¬ 
vided further. That the Assured shall 
have the right within 60 days after date 
of publication of these gg 309.1-309.101 
or within 60 days after the attachment of 
the insurance under said binder, which¬ 
ever is later, to reject such valuation and 
proceed as authorized by section 1209 
<a>(2). Merchant Marine Act. 1936, as 
amended.

(a) To be most useful to practitioners, 
labeling information for prescription 
drugs should be orderly and uniform In 
sequence and the kinds of information 
presented. For this reason, the Food and 
Drug Administration recommends that 
prescription drug labeling purporting to 
furnish adequate information for the 
safe and effective use of a drug, as re¬ 
quired under $ 1.106(b) of this chapter, 
should ordinarily contain information 
in substantially the format and order 
and with the section headings as follows:

Indications

Precautions 
Adverse Reactions 
Dosage and Administration

How Supplied

The Federal Aviation Administration 
is considering amendments to Part 71 
of the Federal Aviation Regulations that 
would designate, alter, and revoke VOR 
Federal airway segments within the New 
York Air Route Traffic Control Center 
area.

The International Standards and 
Recommended Practices in Annex 1 1 ap¬ 
ply In those parts of the airspace under 
the Jurisdiction of a contracting state, 
derived from ICAO, wherein air traffic 
services are provided and also whenever 
a contracting state accepts the responsi¬ 
bility of providing air traffic services over 
high seas or in airspace of undetermined 
sovereignty. A contracting state accept¬ 
ing such responsibility may apply the In¬ 
ternational Standards and Recom¬ 
mended Practices to civil aircraft in a 
manner consistent with that adopted for 
airspace under its domestic jurisdiction 

In accordance with Article 3 of the 
Convention on International Civil Avia¬ 
tion, Chicago. 1944. state aircraft are 
exempt from the provisions of Annex 11 
and Its Standards and Recommended 
Practices. As a contracting state, the 
United States agreed by Article 3(d) 
that its state aircraft will be operated 
in international airspace with due regard 
for the safety of civil aircraft.

JET ROUTES

The Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA» Is considering amendments to 
Part 75 of the Federal Aviation Regula¬ 
tions that would alter numerous jet 
routes In the Chicago, HI.. Cleveland. 
Ohio, and New York. N.Y- Air Route 
Tronic Control Center areas. 

As parts of this proposal relate to live 
navigable airspace outside the United 
States, this notice is submitted in con¬ 
sonance with the ICAO International 
Standards and Recommended Practices. 

Applicability of International Stand¬ 
ards and Recommended Practices, by the 
Air Troflic Service, FAA. in areas outside 
domestic airspace of the United States 
is governed by Article 12 and Annex 11 
to the Convention on International Civil 
Aviation (ICAO), which pertains to the 
establishment of air navigation facilities 
and services necessary to promoting the 
safe, orderly, and expeditious flow of civil 
air troflic. Its purpose is to ensure that 
civil flying on international air routes is 
carried out under uniform conditions de¬ 
signed to improve the safety' and effi¬ 
ciency of air operations. 

The International Standards and Rec¬ 
ommended Practices in Annex 11 apply 
in those parts of the airpsace under the 
jurisdiction of a contracting state, de¬ 
rived from ICAO, wherein air traffic 
services are provided and also whenever 
a contracting state accepts the respon¬ 
sibility of providing air traffic services 
over high seas or in airspace of undeter¬ 
mined sovereignty. A contracting state 
accepting such responsibility may apply 
the International Standards and Rec¬ 
ommended Practices to civil aircraft in 
a manner consistent with that adopted 
for airspace under its domestic Jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

In accordance with Article 3 of the 
Convention of International Civil Avia¬ 
tion. Chicago, 1944. state aircraft are 
exempt from the provisions of Annex 11 
and its Standards and Recommended 
Practices. As a contracting state, the 
United States agreed by Article 3(d) that 
its state aircraft will be operated in inter¬ 
national airspace with due regard for the 
safety of civil aircraft. 

Since this action involves, in part, the 
designation of navigable airspace outside 
the United States, the Administrator has 
consulted with the Secretary of State 
and the Secretary of Defense in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of Executive 
Order 10854. 

Interested persons may participate In 
the proposed rule making by submitting 
such written data, views, or argument ns 
they may desire. Communications should 


identify the airspace docket number and 
be submitted in triplicate to the Director, 
Eastern Region, Attention: Chief, Air 
Traffic Division, Federal Aviation Admin¬ 
istration, Federal Building.

MOTOR CARRIER SAFETY 
REGULATIONS 

Emergency Equipment on All Power 
Units; Fire Extinguishers and Fusees 

The Federal Highway Administrator is 
considering amendments to 5 393.95 of 
the Motor Carrier Safety Regulations in 
Part 393 of Title 49, CFR. to set more 
stringent requirements for the fire extin¬ 
guishers carried on commercial motor 
vehicles and to update requirements for 
fusees carried on those vehicles. 

The existing provisions of 5 393.95(a) 
permit use of fire extinguishers that vary 
widely in their capability for extinguish¬ 
ing fires of the types experienced in the 
operation of commercial vehicles. The 
Administrator desires to insure that ve¬ 
hicles have fire extinguishers that are 
capable of extlngui&hng fires that may 
develop during loading or operation of 
the vehicles or as the result of accidents. 
In addition, he wishes to consider requir¬ 
ing vehicles that transport hazardous 
materials to have extinguishers with a 
greater capability than is required for 
extinguishers on other vehicles. 

A number of organizations and in¬ 
dividuals have asked the Administrator 
to prohibit the use of carbon tetraclilo- 
ride type ftre extinguishers. Because of 
the risk that carbon tetrachloride and 
chlorobromomethane type ftre extin¬ 
guishers can give off toxic vapors and 
because they may be relatively inefficient 
(in terms of the relationship between the 
volume of material they contain and 
their effectiveness against Ares). the Ad¬ 
ministrator will consider changing the 
existing rule to prohibit extinguishers 
using vaporizing liquids that give off toxic 
vapors. 

In order to avoid the inconvenience 
and expense of requiring carriers to dis¬ 
card some extinguishers which may now 
be carried under 1 393.95(a), the pro¬ 
posed new rule would continue to permit 
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adding the capacities of two Arc extin¬ 
guishers to obtain the total capacity 
which each vehicle must carry. 

The Administrator is also consider¬ 
ing amending f 393.95CJ) in order to 
bring the requirements of this section 
into agreement with best present-day 
practice, The proposed new rule would 
require fusees to conform to the Febru¬ 
ary 1969 edition of the relevant Bureau 
of Explosives standards.

(1) Every power 
unit must be equipped with a Are ex¬ 
tinguisher that is properly Ailed, securely 
mounted, and located so that it is readily 
accessible for use. The extinguisher must 
be designed, constructed, and maintained 
to permit visual determination of 
whether it is fully charged. The extin¬ 
guisher must have an extinguishing 
agent that does not need protection from 
freezing. The extinguisher must not use 
a vaporizing liquid that gives off toxic 
vapors. 

(2) Except as provided in subpara¬ 
graph (3) of this paragraph, the Are 
extinguisher of a power unit that trans¬ 
ports hazardous materials (as defined in 
Part 173 of this title). must have an Un¬ 
derwriters' Laboratory rating ‘ of 16 B:C 
or more and be so labeled and marked, 
and a power unit that does not transport 
hazardous materials must have an Un¬ 
derwriters' Laboratory rating 1 of 8 B:C 
or more and be so labeled and marked. 


* Underwriter*’ Laboratory rating* are given 
to Are extinguishers under the standard* of 
Underwriter*' Laboratories, Inc., 205 Eoat 
Ohio Street, Chicago. Ill. 60611. Extinguish¬ 
er* must conform to the standard* In effect 
on the date of manufacture or on Jan. 1.

Transport Association (IATA). The 
agreement, which was adopted as a re¬ 
sult of the Second Meeting of the Pas¬ 
senger Traffic Procedures Committee at 
Geneva in May of 1969, has been assigned 
the above-designated CAB agreement 
number. 

The agreement encompasses a new 
resolution w hich would liberalize the pro¬ 
cedures to apply in cases where group- 
fare passengers are prevented from 
traveling with the group because of a 
death in the immediate family after 
travel has commenced. In essence, these 
passengers would be permitted to return 
to their point of origin at the group fare 
rather than being required to pay the 
higher individual fare.

The agreement would also 
amend an existing resolution so as to 
permit extension of the validity of tickets 
held by Immediate family members 
accompanying a passenger incapacitated 
by Illness.
